ciliation of rentenmarks, which must 
be kept low to prevent the renten- 
, 
mark from collapsing as did the , 
I 
paper mark. 
So all in all the German manu­ 
facturer, farm er or m erchant who 
* 
is in need of a loan to carry on his 
operations, finds himself in great 
difficulty. 
Few m anufacturers can purchase 
raw m aterials, make them up, m ar­ 
ket and collect on the product in 
less than two months. Money bor­ 
rowed for such an operation adds 
trem endously to the 
cost. 
Mer­ 
chants everywhere are m arking up 
their stocks and m aking the public 
bear the burden, even on stocks ob­ 
tained before the rentenm ark was 
placed on a solid basis. 
The shoe industry in Germany is 
especially handicapped by the high 
interest rates. D uring the period 
when the paper m ark was making 
its spectacular fall, dealers stocked 
up with shoes at very low' prices: 
W arehouses were filled with them 
and the m arkets were glutted. Con­ 
sequently the m anufacturers had to 
shut d o w n . 
ow' there is a demand 
for seasonable shoes of late style 
to 
freshen 
up 
the 
accumulated 
stocks of shoe dealers, but money 
is so dear th at m anufacturers can­ 
not finance their operations. 
Interest rates, high taxes and un­ 
certainty of the financial situation 
are advanced by m erchants as the 
reasons for the 
extremely

prices asked for almost all manufac­

articles 
in Germany. 
Dr. 
Schacht, president of

Reichs- 
bank and directors of currency, ful­ 
ly realizes the great handicap im­ 
posed on industries by the strict 
lim itation of credits. But ie says 
the rentenm ark cannot

kept 
stable if credits are not carefully re­ 
stricted, aud he believes the repub- , 
lie as a whole will do better with 
stable money and restricted credits 
than it would with a falling cur­ 
rency.

white man standing on tile outer fringe 
of tfiw massed group.

prisoners to death. . 
Scissors appeared greatly pleased by 
the gruesome recital and refused to 
betray any concern over the veiled 
threat as to his own possible fate. Al­ 
though the top of the butte was about 
the same height as that of Mato Tipi 
its actual elevation above its base was 
less than three hundred feet owing to 
the sharp upgrade from tile Belle 
Fourche.

'Within the three years since the 
first real radio se£ was installed in 
Ada and the secrets of the air pluck­ 
ed from the ether for the first time 
here, the growth of popularity of the 
sport of juggling stations and pro­ 
grams has been steady.

Ford three years ago of his first 
radio station there was an epidemic 
of homemade sets assembled by me­ 
chanically turned boys who were 
eager to test out the wonders of the 
latest scientific invention. Many of 
these flmaller sets developed some 
degree of success and inspired a gen­ 
eral interest in the spirt. 
Although the made-up sets gave 
much satisfaction and proved that 
there was such a thing as radio 
their range was not sufficient to 
reach the larger and more distant 
stations.

steady demand for more efficient 
sets with longer ranges. Companies 
manufacturing radio materials began 
better and more convenient sets, at 
the same time reducing the cost to 
a minimum. 
And now the radio has become an 
accomplished thing: Ada is full of 
sets, aerials and other appurtenances 
and there is a steady demand for 
parts' and sets. 
Dealers here estimate that there 
are between 150 and 200 sets in 
Ada. The winter months, with con­ 
fining weather, provided the real 
radio season with better conditions 
for the receiving of the air messages 
and entertainments. 
The summer is marked by a drop 
in the number of sets installed but 
on the occasions of prize fights and 
important ball games the larger sets 
ar© crowded with devotees of sport.
